2,000 EMPLOYES 
OF CITY IN GRIP 
OF LOAN SHARKS 


SEATTLE, Wash.—Two thousand of 
approximately 5,000 municipal em- 
ployés here are victims of loan 
agencies commonly called “loan 
sharks,” a recent check of the pay roll 
sheets of Controller Harry W. Carroll's 
office disclosed. 

The majority of these debt ridder 
workers never see their pay checks, 


which are assigned to the agency when 
a loan is contracted. After the agency 
deducts its interest charge the debtor 
receives what remains. 

Though this state has a drastic 
usury law, making the maximum legal 
interest rate 1 per cent a month, in- 
vestigation shows as high as 36 per 
cent is collected in some instances. To 
the high interest rates city officials 
attribute the fact that some borrow- 
ers cannot free themselves from debt. 

The agencies operate under a pawn 
brokers’ license law, which permits a 
greater interest charge, though they 
are not actual.pawnbrokers. ;

DRIFT? BRITONS 


AGAIN DEBATE 


Rocks of Two Worlds 
Show Similarity. 


SOUTHAMPTON.—The ‘fascinating 
subject of “Continental Drift,” as 
formulated by Prof. Wegener some 
years back, was again debated at this 
year’s conference of the British asso- 
ciation, Britain's annual science fest. 
Section C, which deals with geology, 
and section D, which handles zodlogy, 
held a joint debate, during which the 
leading geologists and zodlogists made 
many contributions and new sugges- 
tions for and against the theory that 
some of our present continents were, 
in far off ages, joined to one another. 

Prof. J. W. Evans, fellow of the 
Royal society and. famous geologist, 
strongly indorsed the view that the 


 eontinents had moved, and he quoted 


the remarkable similarity between the 
rocks of eastern South America, in- 
cluding the Falkland islands, and 
those of South Africa {more especially 
the cape), which, ‘despite their present 
geographical position 3,000 
apart, suggested that these continents 


were at one time connected or formed 
a single expanse of land. 


Finds Resemblance in Formation. 


“The resemblance extends over all 
the formations fromm the devonian to 
the jurassic, and characterizes their 
fauna, flora, lithology, glaciation, and 
intensive sills,” he said. “ These spe- 
cial features are also found in great 
part in peninsular India, Australia, 
and the antarctic. There would seem 
to have been, during late palgeozoic 
and mesozoic times, either an extraor- 
dinary stretch of uniform conditions or 
a drift of these continental masses 
from one another. The fissuring indi- 
cated by faults and dikes in tropical 
and southern Africa bear evidence to 
a radiating tension away from the 
center of that continent, which is what 
would have been expected if such 
movements had taken place. 

“ Apparently,” continued Prof. 
Evans, “there was in later pal#ozoic 
times a vast continental massive, 
partly covered by shallow seas, which 
surrounded the south pole, and ex- 
tended on one side northward beyond 
the equator. The causes which led to 
the formation of this ancient conti- 
nent, and those which resulted in its 
dismemberment, have yet to be deter- 
mined. 

Like Deposits in America. 

“The terrestrial deposits of west- 
ern Europe and eastern North Amer- 
ica laid down in paleozoic and early 
mesozoic times show a similar like- 
ness, and it seems probable that they, 
too, were once in much greater prox- 
imity to one another than they are at 
present, and have'since drifted apart. 
This hypothesis is Supported by the 
existence of widespread’ fissuring in 
western Europe, paralle! to the ocean 
deeps of the east Atlantic, and are 
themselves in all probability the re 
sult of the same general drift.” 

While not fully accepting the Weg- 
ener theory, Prof. J W. Gregery, 
famous geologist and incur bent of 
many “chairs” on this subject at va 
rious universities, said the nysethents 
requires very serious consideration. 

“ The claim that extensive continent- 
al drift has been proved by variations 
of longitude in recent years is un- 
proved, but the method should be avail- 
able for a conclusive test in a few 
vears’ observation df longitude by wire- 
less time signals,” he. said. “ The 
lateral displacement of continents may 
be due to two processes: (1) Variations 
In the polar flattening of the earth, 
which would produce pressure toward 
or away from the*equator and a geo- 
graphical trend along the parallels of 
longitude. (2) A westward lag of organ- 
ized continental masses, producing 
meridional geographical features. 

Evidence of “Western Lag.” 

“ The effects of both movements are 
recognizable, but not o2 the scale re- 
quired by Wegener's theory. * Some 
evidence of ‘western lax is accorded 
by the western coasts of Amefica, but 
most of South America appears to 
have been as stable as Africa. There 
is buckling of Australia such as would 
be expected if the whole continent had 
drifted far to the southeast. The north- 
ward movement of Eurupe and south- 
ward a@@vance of Asia produced intense 
corrugation of narrow belts, but the 
structure of those continents indicates 
the moderate buckling that would be 
expected by great meridional pressure, 
but no great horizénta! displacement.”

SAVANT TELLS OF 
FUEL ALCOHOL BY 
CHEAPER METHOD 


Evolved as By-Product at 
City Gas Plants. 


BALTIMORE, Md.—If, as some au-, 
thorities assert, the world’s supply of | 
petroleum may be exhausted as early | 
as 1938, despite recent reports of huge | 
oil resources, the resulting situation, 


may possibly be met by the substitu: | 
tion of fuel alcohol, which can be pro- | 
duced as a by-product of city gas; 
operations. | 

Dr. Wilbert J. Huff, professor of gas' 
engineering at the Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, expresses this opinion. 

To avoid the enormous economic and 
industrial changes that would follow 
failure of the gasoline supply, Dr. Huff 
said, efforts are being made to de 
velop a practical substitute in alcohol. 

This alcohol, Dr. Huff explained, 
may be made cheaply as a by-product 
in city gas producing equipment and 
derived from lower grades of coal. 
Since the United States and Alaska 
possess sixty per cent of the coal beds 
of the world and ninety per cent of the 
lands classed geologically as coal 
areas, development of this alcohol in 
this country might afford a timely and 
inexhaustible supply of motor fuel. 

“The convenience and efficiency of 
gas as a household fuel has led to its 
adoption as fuel for house heating,”’ 
Dr. Huff said. ‘‘ This brings a heavy 
winter load upon the central station 
gas developing plant and distributing 
mains, ané presents many engineering 
problems. 

“ These problems are, strange to say, 
closely related to the national dry 
gasoline tank problem, which the pres- 
ent high rate of petroleum consump- 
tion presages, because recent scien- 
tific developments indicate that the

Strassnoff went from there to the 
bishop of Steinamanger. Here his 
story was that he had been intrusted 
with the task of consolidating and re- 
funding the debts of a Count Niczesy. 
The minister of religion, he declared, 
desired that the bishop assist him in 
the matter. Strassnoff’s whole bearing 
was s0 assured and his eloquence so 
convincing that the good bishop 
“lent” him several thousand crowns 
to regulate the affairs of a count who 
did not exist.

agriculture and the new demand of the 
consumer. The weekly auctions held 
here at the Union stockyards under 
the auspices of the International Live) 


Stock exposition serve as a meeting | 
place where ideas are exchanged be- 
tween cattle raisers and representa- 
tives of the marketing and distribution 
end of the meat industry. 

Farm boys and girls who raise and 
exhibit the calves sold in the weekly 
Chicago auctions are able to judge 
the value of these baby beeves only 
from what they can see outside the an- 
irmmal’s skin, but the packer buyers dig 
beneath the calf's hide and find out 
the real story in terms of beefsteaks 
and roasts. The story is being passed 
back to the young farmers with the 
hope that they can improve their ani- 
mals and thereby increase their profits 
and give the consumer what he wants. 

Weekly Auctions Popular. 

During the county fair season last 
fall and this hundreds of winning 
calves, raised and exhibited at iocal 
fairs by members of boys and girl's 
calves clubs in various parts of the 
country, particularly in the middle 
west, have been brought to Chicago 
and sold at public auctions held each 
Tuesday. Last year buyers paid a 
premium price of from 75 cents to $1 
a hundred above the regular market in 
order to encourage farmers in the pro- 
duction of a higher quality of beef 
animals. This year they are paying 
a premium of $1 to $1.50 a hundred. 

The auction system encourages the 
selling of the baby beeves at the cen- 
tral market instead of holding a series 
of saies at the county and state fairs 
which adds greatly to the packer's 
trouble and expense of sending buyers 
to various parts of the country to pick 
up high grade animals. | 

Last season 546 calves were sold at 


ing $11.06 a hundred. The highest 
priced calf brought $15 a hundred. In 
the auctions held this season nearly 
700 calves have gone under the harn- 
mer. At least 300 more will be sold 
before the auction season closes, the 
last of November, making a total of 
1,000 calves, or double the number put 
through the 1924 auctions. The baby 
beeves sold in the first six auctions 
this fall averaged 922 pounds, averag- 
ing $14.26 a hundred. The hignest 
priced anima! sold in this season's sales 
brought $19 a hundred, but the lowest 
one sold at $7 a hundred, indicating 
that there is a great difference in the 
calves as they are seen through the 
packer buyer’s eyes. The 660 steers

ISN'T IT ODD? 


SN’T it odd that it should have 
taken the nations of the world 700 
years to learn how to use paper 
for money? 
The idea of paper as money was 
brought back by Marco Polo from the 
orient in the 12th century. Europe 
had never thought of that use, but 
when this traveler reported it, at- 
tempts to use it were promptly made. 
Since the end of the world war there 
have been abundant demonstrations of 
the lack of success in the methods 
employed. The paper used as money 
in Europe in the last decade has as 
often failed to serve that purpose as 
it has succeeded. 
In all this 700 years of experiment. 
but one method has been found of 
making paper money stand up, main- 
tain an even value: That method has 
been that of putting actual physical 
value back of it. The principle has 
long been known, has been. demon- 
strated a thousand times, but when 
an emergency arises the unhappy na- 
tion is likely to try the old fruitless 
game of issuing paper without physical 
value back of it.

- After a fowl has been dry 
picked, it is a pity to destroy tte fia- 
vor by a sort of parboiling and bleach. 
ing tt on ice. 

Both the flavor and appearance of 
the flesh wil) be injured tf discol- 
ored by any kind of soot in the singe 
ing. The cleanest way to singe poul- 
try Ww to light a tablespoon of alcvho! 
in a pan and quickly turn the piece in 
that. Another way is to remove the 
grill from a large gas burner, turn the 
gas high—it will often flame highest 
on the side of the stove where the gas 
enters—and turn the fowl] end for end 
and from side to side in the flame. 
stretching the wings so as to singe 
under them and neglecting no spot 
anywhere. If the fowl is so heavy, 
as it may be in the case of the turkey, 
that the handling of it is difficult, a 
gas taper may be used but the method 
is slow. Lighted paper is both diffi- 
cult and dirty to manage and tt may 
stain the skin somewhere. But be- 
fore the singeing any feathers or 
stumps of feather must be carefuliy 
removed. . 

After the singeing wash the fowl in 
cold water, rinse, and wipe dry. It

Removing Thigh Tendons. 
If we wish for the drumstick of a 
turkey or chicken to be highly edible 
and attractive, we m remove the 
tendons from it. This ts particularly 
necessary in the cage of turkey, 
but a dried up chicken ck is 
not attractive. The tendons both shrink 
and harden in the cooking if they are 
left in, so that the fow! is less attrac 
tive in appearance as wel] as in eat- 
ing qualities Cut through the skin 
of the knee joint’ Bend the leg back 
and loosen the shining silky-looking 
bands, which are the tendons, with the 
fingers. If these are loosened one by 
one it ts then easy to pull off the feet, | 
which need not be thrown away, cf 
one knows how to clean and cook them. 
Butchers often remove the tendons of 
a turkey's thighs because the cook 
thinks it takes too much strength to 
do it. This is because she does not 
ioosen them one by one before she tries 
to pul? them out. 
Here are some rather good directions 
from a not very new nor well known 
cook book: “The manner ef preparing 
chickens and turkeys is the same. ex. 
cept that with turkeys the sinews 
should be drawn from the legs. This 
is accomplished hy cutting the skin 
round at the joint where the fvot 
unites with she mstick, and twist 
the two piéces a little to bring out 
the white tendons. There are a few 
in front and a large bunch at the 
back of the legs, inclosed in a thin 
layer of muscie-like membrane that 
makes them look like one large muscle 
Scrape off the thick layer and divide 
the tendon into its smal) parts and 
they may be drawn out one by one 
by passing a fork or skewer under 
them and pulling vigorously. The de- 
spised drumstick is now a dainty piece 
of dark meat, which may even be 
breaded and cooked by itself as a spe- 
cilaly choice dish in various ways Even 
where it is served with other cuts, 
fricassee, stew, roast or broil, the sin- 
ews should always be removed. 
Trussing a Fowl. 


There are many cook books which 
have pictures of trussed fowl. The 
thighs drawn close to the body, the 
legs crossed at the tail the wings 
folded back and clasped and the neck 
tied back or skewered close to the 
body with perhaps, the dressing sewed 
in. The drumstick of a chicken when 
prepared for boiling, may be pushed up 
inside the ekin The old fasnioned 
twine used for tying up fowl may have 
been flavorless but it seems rather hard | 
tc find anything of the sort today 
and it is much safer to do the trussing 
with siender skewers. These can be 
used even for fastening in the dress 
ing. 

Disjointing a Fowl 

It has been said that “there are as 
many different ways of cooking a 
chicken as he has feathers on his 
back.” Outside of roasting and boiling 
most of the recipes for cooking a 
chicken make it necessary to cut up 
the chicken ‘or disjoint it. The extent 
to which this disjointing may take 
place varies a good dea! as we can see 
by recipes in one and the same book 
one of which may call for nine pieces, 
another ten, and another eleven. No 
one who really is a carefu) cook would 
care to have fricasseed chicken of 
pieces made by chopping through the 
joints with a cleaver. 

It cannot be too much or too often 
emphasized that al] the cleaning of a 
fow!] be done before there is any cutting 
or disjointing done, even that which 
results in the removing of the tendons

It had no logic at all that I could 
discover, outside of the logic of assembling a lot of music 
that the patrons wanted to hear. Two of Mendelssohn’s Scngs 
Without Words were laid alongside of the Grieg Concerto 
for piano, and the Flower Song from ‘“ Carmen” came into 
close contact with Arthur Honegger’s “ Pacific 231.” 

This last, by the way, was about as curious an item as oc- 
curred in the whole program. The orchestra obviously did 
not like it. If one of them had risen to his feet and made a 
speech, he could not have expressed it more plainly. Every 
attitude showed that they were thinking something to this 
effect, “That eccentric conductor, Sir Henry, wants us to 
play this and on his account we will do the best we can, but 
we are not going to admit that it is good music.” Conse, 
quently, they gave it a pretty bad performance, probably no 
worse than it deserved, but nothing to be compared with 
what Mr. Stock and the Chicago Symphony orchestra did to 
it a year ago. 

I have learned one more thing this summer. If you 
} want te appreciate the true inwardness of “ Pacific 231,” 
you must take a few rides on continental trains. American 
trains are the wrong training for its understanding. 

Londoners are proud of the Quetn’s hall orchestra. They 
think—and say—it is the best on earth. But, then, they 
are likely to say that about other native products. You 
have never yet heard an American praise anything in the 
United States with a quarter of the conviction with which 
a Briton will applayd the things of England, and the Queen’s 
hall orchestra is one of the things. 

To an outsiderAt sounds like a rather good but by no 
means first class organization, with a fair to middling string 
section, some individual solo instruments that are tmmense, 
and the orchestra as a whole with no particular buoyancy 
and not a great amount of finesse. For this last there are 
probably several reasons. 

I am told, for example, that this is one of four large 
orchestras in London, and that the same principal players 
are members of all four. That in itself is dangerous... The 
best conductor in the world cannot get the best out of his 
men if three other conductors are working with them at the 
sapie time. In fact, these men are so busy, accordjng to 
my informant, that they are inclined to be a bit resentful of 
a too particular conductor, and if he becomes too much of a 
martinet, they are quite likely to*quit on him. They admit 
a conductor has a right to his own ideas and his own inter- 
pretations-BDut they d onot want him to gotoo far. 

That is one thing.“ Another is that the English appar- 
ently prefer music that is not too intense. This accounts for 
the dreary ballads that are the publishers’ main stock in 
trade; it accounts for most of the solo performances we 
heard in Sir Henry’s concert. The other night we heard a 
jazz orchestra in one of the larger hotels, and even tried to 
dance to it. A more blameless example of sobriety was 
never put out in the name of dance music, and the same 
unpulsating blamelessness ran all through the Queen’s hall 
orchestra. Still, Paul Whiteman is a tremendous hit here, 


There is likewise a musical play by George Gershwin, “ Tell 
Me More,” that runs along in a fairly sprightly way and Is 
well liked.

It is by their twists you know 
them, by the laughs he sets in with the turn of a phrase or 
| the twist of a face, by the forced repetition of speeches, and 
| the craftily built up though essentially trivial quip. 
| He is playing this one as he plays all of them, as an 
honest song and dance man with neither a song nor a dance. 
| His company is good, including Lawrence d'Orsay, Cooper 
Cliffs, Bobby Watson, and pretty Joan MacLean to play his 
heroine. He is here for the better part of the season, I'd say.

Being gracious and nicely mannered, after the English

Anyway, along comes Mr. Coward’s second play, this 
“Hay Fever” before mentioned. It was given on Sunday 
night at a private showing for the party crowd, '\the dramatic 
critics and other actors.

Between acts one had to 
swim through a sea of “ My dears” and “ Darling-how-are- 
yous” to rafts of “Isn’t it lovely?” “Isn’t it charming? ”

Which it wasn’t at all. To the contrary, it was an extrav- 
agant farce, extravagantly played. Frequently it was out- 
rageously overplayed. The actors knew it, the party crowd 
suspected it, but none dared to say it without support. 

The following day the reviewers’ notes were printed, and 
still greater confusion ensued. All those experts who double 
in the, party set blamed the actors and absolved Mr. Coward. 
And all those who had stood wonderingly on the outside 
blamed Mr. Coward and gave the players credit for having 
followed his directions. 

From which, I suspect, the battles that have ensued at 
succeeding parties have made it quite impossible for the 
boys and girls to concentrate successfully on their parlor 
games.

A new book of musical memoirs is 
about to be made public. I happened 
to pee an advance copy of it the other 
day. It is called “ Musicians and Mum- 
mers,” and it comes from the pen of 
Herman Klein, a brother of the 
Charles Klein who went down in the 
Lusitania. Throughout a long and 
active life Mr. Klein has been asso- 
ciated with music and acting as prac- 
titioner of the first and newspaper 
critic of both, and he has now collated 
some of his memories. Most of it is 
told in the form of kindly anecdotage, 
mingled with what looks like some ac- 
curate estimates of people and events. 
He has a few errors in the part deal- 
ing with America, because he would 
seem to have made the mistake of 
going to New York and trying to esti- 
mate the United States from there, 
but he has a valuable lot of history 
of English music in the last fifteen 
years, if only from the fact that he is 
the first to have assembled the events 
of that period. It is so nearly up to 
date that it includes the opera season 
at Covent Garden in May of this year. 

In one respect London reminds me 
more of Chicago than any place I 
have found since I came away. Mil- 
lions of words are talked. here about 
the merits of opera in English, and 
unquestionably England has done a 
good deal more for English opera, 
mative and translated, than the whole 
of America can hope to equal. Just 
the same, the big performances— 
those with Yar reaching influence—con- 
tinue to be given by foreign singers in 
foreign tongues. Wherefore, opera 
continues to be a delicately nourished 
exotic of great cost in London as in 
New York and Chicago. The most 
popular items in the Covent Garden 
peason here, I am told, were Wagner- 
lan. Perhaps it was because they 
were given with the most care. 

Mr. Kiein’s book contains a potent 
statement from his own observation.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Strange and new uses for radio 
unfold with surprising swiftness, but 
one of the most novel applications has’ 
been made by the company in Wash- 
ington, D. C., which operates the trol- 
ley cars and supplies electricity for 
lighting purposes. 

A repair truck of the Potomac Elec- 
tric Power company has been equipped 
with a radio receiving outfit, and by 
means of signals sent from a centrally 
located transmitting station this repair 
outfit is directed immediately wherever 
electric power troubles arise. 


Gets Call on Pole. 


For instance, a repairman may be 
in the act of climbing a pole support- 
ing a high tension .ransmission line 
when a radio call comes to repair an 
underground cable where there is a 
street car tieup or where the electric 
lighting service has been interrupted. 
The repair truck at once proceeds to 
the point of trouble, and, thanks to 
radio, this public service is resumed. 
without undue delay. 

A radio receiving set having three 
vacttum tubes is installed on this re- 
pair truck, and by means of a large 
loud speaking horn the driver can hear 
the signal, although he may be work- 
ing 50 feet away from the motor truck. 
Voice communication is used, and the 
use of radio in this repair service does 
not require a trained radio operator.

The transmitting station is located 
at the power plant of the electric com- 
pany, and it has been assigned an ama- 
teur’s license by the United States de- 
partment of commerce.

When “Mikes” Hiss. 


First, we have the studio noises 
which may be defined as those noises 
which originate at the broadcasting 
station. Noisy microphones cause 4 
steady hiss which often blurs the voice 
of the artist. Programs picked up out- 
side of the studio and carried over- 
land by wire for broadcasting are 
usually excessively noisy by Induction 
from neighboring wires—a _ steady 
rushing sound. 

Yes, and Static, Too. 


Noise contributed by the other me- 
dium may be defined as those sounds | 
which are caused by electrical disturb- 
ances between the broadcasting sta- 
tion and the receiver itself. In this 
group are found the disturbing influ- 
ences of high tension power lines, vio- 
let and X-ray machines, leaky trans- 
formers, electrically operated elevators, 
sparking motors and generators, trol- 
ley and elevated railway systems and 
telephone and telegraph wires. Static 
also comes in this class and is more or 
leas prevalent throughout the summer 
months. Many satisfactory programs 
are suddenly broken up by a series of 
unfamiliar clicks and in many cases 
are interrupted entirely. for short 
periods. These are caused by key 
clicks from continuous wave trans 
mitters and by improperly operated 


regenerative and stper-heterodyne re- | 


ceivers. 
Batteries Saqueal. 

Im the third class are the noises 
which are caused by the receiver it- 
self or by the equipment which is 
used in connection with the same. Dis- 
charged “B” batteries become noisy 
and are usually the cause of a high 
pitched squeal when the receiver is 
operating on the second audio stage. 
These batteries should be discarded 
when their voltage drops below 34. 
Storage “B” batteries often cause the 
same trouble even when the voltmeter 
reading is high. Squeals in this case.

Investigator Finds They 
Bound Away. 


BY DR. FULTON CUTTING. 


We read in the newspapers of people 
receiving radio programs in safe de 
posit vaults, in subway tubes under 
rivers, or under the sea in submarines 
There is no question about this; but 
if someone were to say it is impossible 
he would be just about right. It can 
be done, but so badly that it is hardly 
worth talking about. Metal and sait 
water block radio waves very effect- 
tively. . 

They don’t do it entirely, however, 
and if we have very strong waves from 
a local station and a very sensitive 
receiver we can receive signals in 
places where the task would seem 
hopeless. 

Steel buildings are generally poor 
places for receiving. The radio waves 
rebound from the steel framework and 
very little penetrates into the interior 
of the structure. The rebounding of 
the waves is a physical phenomenon 
identical with the reflection of light 
from a mirror. It must be remem- 
bered that radio waves and light waves 
are one and the same thing. 


Through Brick and Wood. 

Wooden or brick houses are bad 
electrical conductors and radio waves 
eannot set up currents in them. They 
do not reflect, and therefore the waves 
pass right through them. 

In steel buildings, however, currents 
are set up in the girders and refiec- 
tion occurs. In between girders the 
waves penetrate somewhat. They 
bulge into the building in the process 
of being reflection’ This phenomenon 
may be easily investigated by means 
of a portable Joop set. Near the win- 
dow of a building of heavy steel con- 
struction signals will be strong, but 
if the set is carried into the interior 
the signals will get weaker and weak- 
er until they practically disappear.

Water Pipes Are Not 
Always Best. 


It is probable there are few radio in- 
stallations which could not be im- 
proved on in respect to aerial and 
ground. 

With a regenerative set, or any of 
the “dynes” with one form or an- 
other of radio frequency amplification, 
almost anything in the way of an 
aerial and ground will produce results. 
But if the average antenna system 
were improved to the greatest degree 
possible under the attending circum- 
stances, the results would be increased 
anywhere from 25 to 100 per cent, and 
more in some instances. 

Then, too, much has been written 
about aerials, All lengths, sizes, 
heights, directions, and types have 


been urged and attacked. The im- 
portance of insulation, separation from 
buildings and other masses of mate- 
rial, prevention of swaying, and many 


other factors have been discussed at 
tiresome length, | 

But little has been written about 

find less attention has been 
paid to ground connections by the 
average radio set user. 

Try Other Grounds. 

In any given location the water pipe 
may be the best available ground, but 
that is not a fact to be accepted with- 
out question, if the set user really 
wants to get the most out of his re- 
ceiver. 

A “ ground” is an actual connection 
with the ground. In other words, it’s 
the place where the water pipe enters 
the ground, or where there is a leak 
from the water pipe to the ground. 

An apartment through the water 
pipe may be at least 75 to 85 feet 
from the ground. This, taken with an 
aerial and lead in totaling close to 10€ 
feet, will give some antenna system. 
No wonder it won't tune sharply! 

In nine out of ten instances this 
radio set user might better string a 
second aerial, longer if possible than

TESTING LOUD 
SPEAKER GROWS 
TO BE SCIENCE 


Method Employed in Del- 
icate Tests. 


Making loud speakers as alike as } 
two peas in a pod is neither easy nor. 
simple. It is necessary to test and ad- 


just each one before they can be turned 
over to the radio fan for service. These 
tests must be made under conditions 
that closely approximate those under 
which they are used. 

The best possibie test of a lond 
speaker is to attach it to a radio set, 
tune in a station, and listen to it. It 
is not always possible for the manu- 
facturer to do this in actual practice 
where numerous loud speakers are fin- 
ished every day, and during that pe- 
riod of the day when most broadcast- 
ing stations are silent. Testing equip- 
ment must be designed that that will 
duplicate actual operating conditions. 

Frank Reichmann, an authority on 
loud speakers, has for some time used 
a testing system whereby ten electric 
phonographs were used to supply mu- 
sic for the testing equipment. The 
output of each phonograph was trans- 
mitted to a microphone, which fed into 
a standard two stage audio frequency 
amplifier, giving practically the same 
volume as received from an ordinary 
radio receiver. 

This system, although fairly simple, 
required considerable outlay of equip- 
ment and frequent attention by the 
men testing loud speakers. In rede- 
signing the apparatus the engineers 
decided to change over to a master 
system, whereby one phonograph and 
one microphone could furnish music 
for the entire ten testing booths.. The

GERMAN RADIO. 
FAN TALKS TO 


“HAM? IN U.S. 


“Calls Up” by Wireless 
and Yank Answers. 


New York, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—For 
the first time in the history of amateur 
| radio, amateur stations located in Ger- 
| many and the United States have suc- 
| cessfully carried on two-way communi- 
cation by telegraphic code. Actual 
limitation of radio equipment was fol- 
lowed by the wartime ban on radio 
communication in Europe, so that it 
has only been in recent months that 
an opportunity presented itself for a 
German amateur to attempt any such 
ambitious undertaking. 


Licenses Hinder Development. 

In fact, even now, Germdn radio 
licenses are confined to laboratory 
equipment, and in consequence private 
communication is a matter of the 


greatest difficulty. 

A station in Rottenberg, however, 
undertook the task. The oldest pri- 
vate station in Germany, it was backed 
by a considerable amount of radio ex-

Will Increase Range. —

power. output. ‘The effective daylight 
range, although this is an elusive thing 
to compute, will approximate 150 miles 
and a radius of 1,000 miles or more 
after nightfall. ; 

The spark transmitters in use at 
present are limited to a transmission 
range of about 15 miles during the 
day and only a few-hundred miles at 
night. The electron tube transmitting 
equipment, though not controlled with 
@ quartz crystal, will adhere with a 
great degree of accuracy to the as- 
signed frequency. 

Primarily designed for the sending 
of radio telegraph signals, the prin- 
cipal units of these 50 vacuum tube 
transmitters will radiate dots, dashes 
and spaces. However, an attachment 
will be provided for the negotiation of 
voice communication on battleships, 
cruisers, and other sea going vessels of 
the navy, on which these modern in- 
telligence devices will be installed. Of 
course, this wholesale purchase of elec- 
tron tube sending outfits contemplates 
the acquisition of short wave or high 
frequency radio receiving seta, which 
will be, bought.in due course of time.
